Sir; 


I have the honor to transmit herewith a copy of a letter dated 26th November 1877, I 
wrote to Hon. James Pollock, late Superintendent, upon the subject of a pair of finishing rolls, to 
take the place of the Draw-Benches — with the plans and specifications referred to therein. 


The matter was at the time, referred to the Director by the Superintendent, but no action 
was had. In July of last year the Director, at my verbal request, returned to me the plans, and 
specifications. 


I desire now to call your attention to this matter, believing that with your large experience 
whilst at the head of this Department, through knowledge of the manufacture of coin and clear 
judgement respecting the wants of the Mint, some satisfactory conclusion can be reached, 
whereby we can overcome difficulties, that meet us in the use of the present machinery. 


As the idea of the proposed finishing rolls is in many respects new, and the Messers. 
Poole, whilst fully satisfied they would accomplish all that is hoped, are unwilling to guarantee 
it, | would respectfully suggest that the plans and specifications be submitted to such skilled 
mechanics as Messrs. Coleman Sellers, Hamilton Disston, William Bement, or men of that 
character. 


I feel that any improvement looking to the abolition of the present unsatisfactory draw- 
bench is a movement in the right direction. I trust the present effort may result satisfactorily. 


I certainly feel very sanguine in regard to it.
